Root was in Cu'oa recently ho saw in 
tiiinnjay1 I-!0 pupils uudcr one teacher 
in a hovel. The law requires that not 
more than 50 scholars shall be ia one 
room, so in this one place there should 
be three schools instead of cue. Most 
of the schools on the island ure of the 
primary grade,'us the wnr stopped all 
teachin.s:, and the children have had lit- 
tle or no opportunity to learn in the 
last five years. 


The teachers' salaries in Cuba, iir. 


Frye said, were larger on the average 
than those paid in any other country 
in the world. The nrernpe in tUc un- 
graded schools in the country districts 
is S3«0 n year, and in the cities of -t'.JC 
second, class -the lowest .paid is ?iK)0. 
n'liile in Havana the rate is from-$TV!0 
to -SiWO.

Felice, not continuous, but placed at in- 
tervals along the line of trenches and 
hung with strips of beef drying into 
biltong. This comestible was probably 
a more formidable obstacle than the 
poor little fence oa which it was hang. 
Then wo looked for the deep trenches 
—underground -dwellings deep enough 
to engulf man and horse—of which we 
had a!so heard. Disappointment again 
—a simple trench, or, rather, a double 
row of simple trenches, deep to mid- 
thigh, very-narrow and well protected 
by head cover of sandbags and a slight 
breastwork. The trace was as simple 
as the profile and confined its complica- 
tions to a slight waviness of pirm and 
an occasional traverse to minimize the 
effect of shell fire. The niost notice- 
able fact with regard to the trenches 
was that the. back of the front trench 
was always left quite clear, so as not 
to interfere with tlie fire of the second 
line.

American dealers re- 
port large exports of rods and reels to 
Europe, but it appears that American 
fishhooks caaaot compete with those 
of English manufacture except In the 
finest quality. 
In the best grades 


American bronzed hooks excel. Arti- 
ficial flies made in England are Bait! tc 
be a trifle better than ours. As to the 
lilies it is a question as to -wliich is 
best, 
The American 
manufacturers 


nave a greater assortment and ia 
their methods of dressing .and water- 
proofing believe themselves superior. 
The fact that American houses are ex- 
porting more and more of every vari- 
ety of tackle except hooks to England 
every year speaks well for 1'aukee 
progress in this line. 


To advance the qtiality of material 


lias been the steady aim of dealers of 
late years. Every season shows that 
tackle lasts longer under hard usage 
than in the old days. Every year, too, 
there is something nevr to surprise the 
fisherman who thought his outfit com- 
plete the year before. 
L-ast year it 


was weedless bass flies—Hies that 
would not hook on weeds—for big bass 
fishing ia the west. The year before it 
was even tension leaders, tied with 
silk at the joints and cemented and 
tested to stand pounds of weight.

Dr. U. B. Cautrel! of Brooklyn first 


thought of this scheme. 
Like many 


other fishermen, he often had to throw 
away excellent favorite flJes because 
the gut was worn out or the hook bro- 
ken. 
So he tied a fly on a piece of 


copper tube the size of a aecdie ancl 
slipped the tube over an ordinary No. 8 
bait hook snood. The tube was flanged 
at each end so the fly could not slip off. 
A good fly will outlast several hooks. 
The combination fly book, with enough 
wings :md bodies and tackles to make 
more than 2,000 kinds of flies, even 
though the fly is heavy and hard to 
handle nicely, cannot but appeal to 
fishermen. How it will work in fish- 
Ing is a question. 


The number of lures, for trout and 


bas« inorpn^rs every year, but artificial 
ba.i.s. uxcept flies, are not well liked 
by many save the lazy fishermen. Rub- 
ber frogs, minnows and beilganiites 
are the most popular artificial baits. 
A new- one is offered to trout fisher- 
men this year. This is a mouse cov- 
ered with real fur, having bead eyes 
and a wiggly tali. All trout fishermen 
know that big trout like mice and that 
tro-ut which won't take fiies may be 
captured with a mouse on a hook sunk 
into the det-p pool. The new -"bait is 
being sold in every trout locality for 
early fishing, when mice artj best and 
flies of little avail. 


For live bait many styles of hooks 


have been devised, some of them tx> 
amuse the greenhorns and others that 
appeal to the men who know how tc» 
bait ordinary books to best advantage. 
Some arrangements that- would make 
good mink traps have been put on the 
market, an automatic fishhook for in- 
stance, which is set off when the bait 
is nibbled. 
If the fish happens to t>e 


poised right, gaffs will strike it simul- 
taneously on each side and hold it fast. 
A new device for keeping frogs and 
minnows upright in the water will at- 
tract more favorable notice from livt- 
bait casters, though It is as trbuble- 
tome to attach ns a figure four snaiv. 
It has a big hock with a One wire- 
gtiard to keep off weeds, a little hook 
curiously-bent to hold the bait, a litUe 
rubber band to fasten the bait and o 
sinter arracgenient which makes the- 
frog or minnows dive right side up au<! 
head first. It may be used for surfaco 
skittering or (loop Oshicjj according to 
one's manipulation of tliu "rjcl.
